Mr.  Joseph  Szigti,  noted  violinist 

Internationally  Famous  Artist  to 
Play  in  Provo  on  November  1 

Joseph  Szigeti,  known  interna- 
tionally as  “the  top-flight  violin- 
ist,” will  perform  in  the  Provo 
Tabernacle,  Monday,  November 
1,  at  8:15  p.m.,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Brigham  Young  university 
Symphony  orchestra. 

The  Hungarian-born  artist  has 
been  called  the  “Joachim  of  to- 
day” for  his  interpretations  of  the 
classics;  while  his  fair  for  folk 
music,  gypsy  or  Brazilian  or  Soviet 
in  origin  has  endeared  him  to  the 
multitudes.  Swing  fans  know  that 
Benny  Goodman  has  called  him  his 
“musical  idol”  and  his  appeared 
with  him  in  concert,  on  broadcasts 
and  on  records. 

Szigeti  made  his  first  public  per- 
formance at  the  age  of  thirteen,  af- 
ter Joachim,  the  greatest  violinist 
of  the  ninteenth  century,  had  pre- 
dicted a great  future  for  him.  Leo- 
pold Stokowski  heard  him  play  in 
Europe  and  invited  him  to  the 


United  States.  He  made  his  debut 
as  soloist  with  the  Philadelphia  or- 
chestra under  Stokowki.  Since  that 
time  the  violinist  has  become  a pee- 
ennial  coast-to-coast  concert  favor- 
ite in  the  United  States. 

Millions  have  heard  him  over 
the  air — on  Ford  Sunday  evening 
hour,  the  Philharmonic  symphony 
society’s  Sunday  afternoon  broad- 
casts, the  Treasury  Hour,  Mutual’s 
series  of  nine  ‘Szigeti  Concertos” 
WAB’s  Mozart  series,  and  his  solo 
appearance  with  th  CBS  symp- 
hony orchestra.  He  aj  neared  at 
the  Ravinia  festival  id  Hollywood 
Bowl  during  the  -mrner,  and  he 
has  appeared  wit!  every  major  or- 
chestra and  every  important  music 
club. 

America  is  now  Szigeti’s  home, 
and  he  devotes  his  |>ntire  time  to 
the  musical  pattern  o*  this  country. 
His  home  is  in  southern  California.

Steel  Plant  Head 
Speaks  at  Assembly
